THE PATIENT'S PLIGHT 
Long Illnesses Bring Poverty 


By JEFF GREER 
(First of two articles! 
Lengthy illnesses are grind­ 
ing many Marin County fami­ 
lies into pauperdom 


Experts say there probably 
are hundreds of cases in which 
the patients are elderly persons 
who have been treated for some 
time in general hospitals 


But the day comes when the 
hospital tells the patient he or 
she must go home or enter a 
convalescent hospital, although 
the illness is not over 


Most provident persons carry’ 
health insurance for treatment 
in general hospitals, including 
surgery and intensive care But 
Medicare and most private poli­ 
cies don’t cover expenses of 
nursing care at home nor in a 
convalescent hospital. 
The average convalescent 
hospital in Marin charges $900 
a month for one of its beds, 
according to county social 
workers 


Most families don’t under­ 
stand what is happening to 
them, or why. when a patient 
loses bed space in a general 
hospital 


A typical case — if any of the 
intensely personal, worrisome 
cases can be called typical — is 
this: 


“ My husband can't ever get 
well,” said the wife of a Ross 
Valley man who had been treat­ 
ed for weeks in a privately 
owned general hospital, but 
then was told to go home or 
enter a convalescent hospital. 


“ My husband wasn’t ready to 
come home We had to put him 
in a convalescent hospital. 
“ I didn’t think much about 
our insurance; we thought we 
had plenty" for his slow, ter­ 
minal illness, the wife said 
But only one of their policies 
provides anything for convales­ 
cent or “extended’’ care, she 
found 
“ I don’t know why a hospital. 


so long as they’re being paid, 
should object" to a patient con­ 
tinuing to stay, the wife said 
“ And it looks like they have 
plenty of beds . . " 
Hospital and health insurance 
spokesmen hastened to present 
another side of the picture. 
Many Bay Area hospitals in­ 
deed have some empty beds — 
but under state and federal law 
must use evaluation or utiliza­ 
tion review committees to de­ 
cide when a patient no longer 
needs a general hospital bed 
and care. 
The committees are mandato­ 
ry in any hospital accepting 
Medicare or Medi-Cal cases, 
explained Ray K. Bollinger, ad 
mmistrator of Marin General 
Hospital 
“We could really be censured 
if we didn’t do these reviews.” 
Bollinger said. He added that 
“95 per cent of the utilization 
review committee are members 
of the medical staff,’’ who 
weigh whether a patient still 


needs intensive care costing 
more than $100 a day. 
Most general hospitals also 
have an “extended care com 
m ittee" including a social 
worker, a nurse and others — 
who must work with the ousted 
patients and their families to 
ease the crisis. 
“This is a very difficult thing 
for them to understand," ex­ 
plained Joan Panaro, social 
worker 
at 
Marin General 
‘ Many of our elderly patients 
are on Medicare 
. it will only 
cover acute cases’’ but not 
lengthy convalescent care, she 
explained 
“Time and again we have to 
try 
to 
interpret 
insurance 
rules," she added. She found 
that few health insurance poli­ 
cies protected the patients 
against huge bills from long- 
drawn recuperaton periods out­ 
side of general hospitals. 
Such policies are available 
either through the 
Medicare 
supplementary 
program 
or 


through group or individual 
health insurance plans, accord­ 
ing to Frances Putnam of No­ 
vato, former longtime officer 
manager for one of California's 
largest health plans 


But many insurance compa­ 
nies won’t sell extended cover­ 
age policies to anyone who's 
already reached retirement 
age, this reporter was told. 


One major firm that sells life, 
home, auto and other policies 
has discontinued its health in­ 
surance program altogether — 
“ It was catastrophically expen­ 
sive," a salesman explained 


“You’ve got to remember, 
people only get what they pay 
for,” Mrs. Putnam cautioned 
If patients aren’t moved out 
of general hospitals when they 
no longer need that level of 
care, 
“everybody's insurance 
rates go up," she said.

Richmond-San Rafael 
Bus Permit Is Asked

SAN FRANCISCO - A per­ 
mit to operate a small bus 
between San Rafael and Rich­ 
mond is being sought by a new 
company. 
David McGreevy of San Ra­ 
fael and Kern Yim Louie of San 
Francisco, partners in Travel­ 
ers Transit Co., have applied to 
the Public Utilities Commission 
for a certificate of public conve­ 
nience and necessity to provide 
the service 
Their application said they 
would operate one 12-passenger 
coach Monday through Satur­ 
day from 5:30 a m. to 8:30 p.m. 
between the Greyhound stations 
in both cities. 
The run would connect to the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict terminal in Richmond 
The bus would leave San Ra­ 
fael at 5:30 a.rn on its first run. 
and depart every hour on the 
half hour until 7:30 pin. It 
would depart from Richmond at 
6 a m. and every hour on the 
hour until 8 p.m. 
Travel time was figured at 29 
minutes in the application, 
leaving one minute to unload 
and load at the end of the run 
Baggage sen ice also would be 
provided.

Marin and Southern Sonoma 
County commuters mostly heat 
the rainstorm to work today, 
but optimists who left umbrel­ 
las or raincoats at home were 
almost certain to get wet this 
evening. 
None of Marin County’s rain 
gauges reported more than a 
trace of moisture by 8 a m., but 
heavy rainfall was widespread 
by midmorning, as the storm 
arrived from the Pacific North 
west 
Federal weather forecasters 
said the storm would continue 
until early tomorrow, bringing 
snow 
down to the 4,000-foot 
level 
as far south as Lake 
Tahoe. 
After a few hours of clearing, 
another storm is expected to 
arrive tomorrow afternoon The 
storms resulted from a major 
change in upper-level air pat­ 
terns over the northern Pacific 
Ocean, meteorologists said 
Two brief storms last month 
brought the 1973-74 season's to­ 
tal to 3 67 inches of rain as of

The Arab oil producing states 
cut oil production 25 per cent 
and an official Egyptian gov­ 
ernment spokesman said in Cai 
ro that an Arab oil embargo 
would increase until the United 
States takes an “even-handed’” 
policy in the Middle East.

Curfew Imposed 


SANTIAGO (UPI) - The nil 
mg military junta stepped up 
army and police patrols last 
night during a 10-hour curfew 
an the third anniversary of the 
inauguration of deposed Marx­ 
ist President Salvador Allende 
The military government that 
overthrew Allende Sept. ll re­ 
ported perfect calm throughout 
the day. The 8 p.m.-to-6 a m. 
curfew — two hours longer than 
usual — was moved up because 
of the anniversary 
Allende. who died in the 
bloody coup, was cheered by 
thousands of supporters on Nov. 
I three years ago when he 
became the first freely elected 
Marxist leader in the western 
hemisphere 
Bursts of rifle and automatic 
weapon fire were heard during 
curfew hours Saturday night 
and yesterday morning 
Mili­ 
tary spokesmen did not explain 
them, but have previously said 
soldiers fire shots as warnings 
to curfew violators 


Armored Battles 


SAIGON (UPI) — A column of 
tank-led Communist troops cap­ 
tured two government outposts 
yesterday near the Cambodian 
border, the Saigon command 
said today, and all 29 men 
aboard a government transport 
plane carrying reinforcements 
to the battiesite died when the 
aircraft crashed 
The twin battles were the 
biggest armored clashes since 
the signing of the Vietnam 
ease-fire nine months ago The 
air crash was the worst in 
learly eight months in Viet 
aam 
Lt Col. Le Trung Hien said 
here was no word on casualties 
in the ground fighting He said 
ne expected they would be 
leavv on both sides 
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Greek Clashes 


ATHENS (UPI) - Greek op­ 
position leaders blamed the 
government today for clashes 
between police and demonstra­ 
tors following yesterday’s me­ 
morial service for late premier 
George Papandreou. 
"I denounce the arrests that 
took place as the beginning of a 
new wave of persecution,” said 
former Premier Panayotis Ka- 
nellopoulos, who was present at 
the memorial service. 
‘•‘Police could and should fol­ 
low the peaceful marchers and 
not confront them " 
Andreas Papandreou, son of 
the late premier, said in a 
telephone interview published 
in Athens newspapers: 
“The 
people’s demonstrations ensure 
the failure of the Pentagon's 
efforts to impose a new dicta­ 
torship on Greece.’’ 


Town Recaptured 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A 
Cambodian government task 
force today recaptured the Me­ 
kong River town of Prek Luong. 
four miles north of Phnom 
Penh, and began moving on 
other rebel-held riverfront vil­ 
lages. field reporters said 
Prek Luong was captured by 
the insurgents Nov. 2 when 
government forces left it lightly 
defended while going to help a 
garrison in trouble at Prek 
Ampil, three-quarters of a mile 
to the north. 
A 1.600-man governm ent 
force attacked last night and. 
ifter steady fighting, captured 
Prek Luong today. 


Hijackers Killed 


MOSCOW <CPI) — Soviet po­ 
lice stormed a Russian airliner 
on the tarmac of a Moscow 
airport and killed two of four 
young men attempting to hijack 
the plane to Sweden, well 
placed government sources said 
yesterday. 
The sources said the two oth 
cr hijackers surrendered during 
the shootout which capped five 
hours of negotiations at the 
airport 
One crewman and one of the 
25 passengers were injured 
The Soviet sources said the 
men threatened to kill all the 
passengers unless paid a ran­ 
som of $500,000 to $1 million and 
allowed to fly in the three- 
engine jet to Sweden 
The attempted hijacking took 
place Friday but did not be­ 
come known until yesterday.

Arabs Again Cut 
Oil Production 


KUWAIT (UPI) -A r a b oil 
countries fired another salvo 
with their “oil weapon” today, 
ordering a five-fold rise in pe­ 
troleum cutbacks to pressure 
the west into opposing Israel in 
the Middle East conflict. 
A statement by the Organiza­ 
tion of Arab Petroleum Export­ 
ing Countries (OAPEO said the 
oil producers agreed to raise 
the 5 per cent cutback an­ 
nounced Oct. 17 to 25 per cent. 
The statement said the oil 
nations would continue cutting 
production another 5 per cent 
each month until Israel pulls its 
troops out of occupied Arab 
territory and agrees to a “just” 
solution to the Palestinian refu­ 
gee problem. 


The oil-producing nations said 
the 25 per cent cutback in 
production would include reduc­ 
tions caused by the Arabs’ total 
oil embargo on shipments to the 
United States and Holland for 
supporting Israel in the war. 


The annoucement was made 
after a meeting in Kuwait of oil 
ministers from Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Libya, Kuwait, Syria, 
Egypt, Algeria, Abu Dhabi, 
Bahrein and Qatar to review 
the effect of the “od weapon” 
on the Middle East situation. 


Some of the Arab nations bad 
already increased the 5 per 
cent cutback rate with Saudi 
Arabia announcing a reduction 
of 26.5 per cent.

The land is now owned by two 
com panies a sso cia ted with 
Bebe Rebozo—Fisher Island 
Inc , and Harbor Terminal Inc..

ty in 1969 at 12 a share. He had 
bought most or all of the 185,000 
shares of Fisher Island stock 
for $1 per share.

Desegregation Appeal Is Refused 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court refused today to 
hear an appeal by a group of 
white Prince Georges County, 
Md., parents that a court-or­ 
dered school desegregation plan 
violated their rights as “Anglo- 
Americans.” 
The action came in a brief 
order in which the justices de­ 
clined to hear arguments in the 
case which sharply divided the 
large Washington, D C., suburb. 
In other actions, the Court: 
Denied a hearing to a New 
Orleans woman who unsuccess­ 
fully sued to eliminate sex dis­ 
crimination at the men s grill of 
a hotel 
Agreed to decide in a Colo­ 
rado case whether states can 
set a flat standardized work 
expense allowance for all recip­ 
ients of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. Lower 
courts ruled the practice was 
illegal. 
Refused to hear the claim of 
three North Carolina black den­ 
tists that they were singled out 
for temporary license suspen­ 
sions because of their race. 
The Prince Georges County 
desegregation plan went into 
effect in January. 
The desegregation plan or­ 
dered by U.S. District Judge 
Frank A. Kaufman and upheld 
by the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals called for the transfer 
or busing of approximately 33,- 
000 Prince George’s students to 
achieve better racial balance in 
the school system’s 162,000 pu­ 
pils. 
The plan went into effect Jan. 
29 after the county school board 
was refused a stay by the 


Supreme Court. The Justice De­ 
partment had joined Prince 
George’s authorities in urging 
that the postponement be grant­ 
ed. 
Chief 
Judge Clement 
F 
Haynsworth of the 4th Circuit 
said in a unanimous decision 
against the school board that 


the case was “routine. 
The white parents subse­ 
quently intervened with a class 
action suit, charging Kauf­ 
man’s plan benefited 22.4 per 
cent of the student population 
which was black but denied the 
rights and interests of the other 
77.6 per cent.

WASHINGTON (CPD - Don­ 
ald H. Segretti, the mastermind 
of the political dirty tricks pro­ 
gram during President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign, was 
sentenced to six months in pris­ 
on today for violating federal 
election laws 


U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Gerhard Gesell. who could have 
sentenced Segretti to three 
years in prison, also imposed a 
three-year probation. 


Segretti pleaded guilty Oct I 
to one count of conspiracy to 
distribute unlawful political 
material, 
and two counts of 
distributing that material 


Gesell imposed the sentence 
after Segretti. his voice sub­ 
dued and broken, asked to be 
put on probation 
“ I really regret I got involved 
in illegal activity." Segretti 
'aid. "It's been a real night 
mare. I would like to become a 
productive citizen ” 
Segretti, 32. a lawyer from 
California, was given one week 
to get your situation in shape ' 
before beginning his sentence 
E arlier S egretti's law yer. 
Victor Sherman, had proposed 
that Segretti be placed on pro­ 
bation and required to perform 
some type of public service 
work, similar to that given to 
conscientious objectors in Se 
lective Service cases

lage A window was smashed, 


the cabin was decompressed 
and, despite the efforts of pas­ 
sengers who vainly tried to hold 
onto Gardner, the machinist on

A 200-pound engine casing 
from the plane was spotted last 
night by pilots in N ational 
Guard helicopters. But White 
house said the discovery may 
or may not be a clue to finding 
Gardner’s body. 
He said he would talk to 
National Airlines officials today 
to try and determine how long 
Gardner was stuck in the win­ 
dow before his body was sucked 
out at 39,000 feet.

Governor 
Reagan's plan to put a ceiling 
on state spending got nowhere 
in the legislature, but easily 
qualified as an initiative mea­ 
sure. It will be on tomorrow’s 
ballot as Proposition I.)

actor. In Illinois, they liked a 
governor named Otto Kerner, a 
former judge and district attor­ 
ney who rose from captain to 
major general in World War II. 
“ Those C alifo rn ian s!” said 
the people of New York and 
Illinois and those other states, 
with knowing winks. 


WELL. RONALD REAGAN 
had a lot to learn when he 
parked himself in the gover­ 
nor’s chair. And he didn’t like 
the script they handed him. 
But, like a real trouper, he kept 
up the act. 
That was six years ago. Ron­ 
ald Reagan has learned. And 
now he's rewritten the script. 
This month, he began brief­ 
ing legislators and newspaper 
people about his plan to put a 
lid on California governmental 
spending — permanently. 
It isn’t a plan he dreamed up 
between acts. It was prepared 
by a committee of top econo­ 
mists, working with a task 
force headed by Lew is K. Uhler 
and Charles Hobbs, the gover­ 
nor’s assistants. 
And there never has been 
anything like it proposed be­ 
fore. 


BASICALLY, Governor Rea­ 
gan proposes to tie state gov­ 
ernment spending to the total 


income of California’s people, 
on a percentage basis. 
His proposed budget for next 
fiscal year would take about 
3.75 per cent of all the money 
Californians earn. He proposes 
that be reduced year by year 
until it reaches 7.15 per cent. 
Then that would remain the 
limit, permanently. 
A two-thirds vote by the leg­ 
islature would be required to 
increase any state tax rate — 
whether sales tax, income tax, 
gasoline tax, or whatever. No 
more of this switching the tax 
from one pocket to another and 
then boasting about “reform .’’ 
Local property taxes would 
be held at the limits set by last 
year’s Senate Bill 90. 
The result would be that Cali­ 
fornians would know what to 
expect in the way of taxation. 
And they’d know it couldn’t get 
out of hand. 


REAGAN’S FLAN would re­ 
quire a state constitutional 
amendment. 
It is not given 
much chance in the legislature. 
The lawmakers like to be free 
to spend money — our money, 
that is. The limits Reagan pro­ 
poses would be “ like trying to 
take the credit card away from 
your wife,’’ as state Sen. H. L. 
Richardson, 
R-Arcadia, 
com­ 
mented. 
But Reagan says that if the 
legislature won t go along, he ll 
sponsor an initiative campaign 
to get the amendment on the 
ballot. And that should have 
less trouble. The people are 
tired of having their money 
spent carelessly in Sacramento. 
Reagan’s plan is complicat­ 
ed. It may be flawed. But it 
makes sense. 
Meantime, the best Nelson 
Rockefeller has been able to 
think up for New York taxpay­ 
ers is to lobby Washington for 
handouts. As for Otto Kerner —- 
well, he wound up in jail. 
They laughed when he sat 
down at the piano. 
But when he began to play. . . 
(Moral: Vote “yes” tomorrow 
on Proposition I.)

CRIME. It is little publicized, but law 
enforcement officers are centering more 
than ever on embezzlement, price-fixing, 
antitrust ami tax evasion. 
The fact is that the economic losses 
from these crimes are far greater than 
from property crimes like burglary, lar­ 
ceny and auto theft. 
Tax fraud cases mounted 33 per cent in 
1973 over 1972. The FBI reports an 84 per 
cent increase in the number of persons 
arrested for fraud and embezzlement 
during the past 12 years — from 31,000 in 
1960 to 57,000 in 1972. 


SHOULD THE CRIME VICTIM BE 
COMPENSATED? The criminal may of­ 
ten be punished but his victim takes most 
of the losses. 
The trend is toward compensation. Ten 
states now have laws which pay the 
victims of violent crimes for personal 
injuries and loss of earnings. Federal 
legislation is in the making. The Senate 
has five times passed bills under which 
victims would receive up to $40,000 for 
uninsured medical costs and earnings 
losses. In case of murder, otherwise 
uncompensated survivors would receive 
$50,000. 
The basis for such compensation is that 
the government is held partly responsible 
for crime through lack of protection. 


PROSPECTS FOR ARAB-ISRAELI 
SETTLEMENT. There were no direct 
negotiations at any time since the end of 
the Six-Day War in 1967. Both sides now 
accept direct negotiations, and the United 
States and the Soviet Union are shepherd­ 
ing them to the conference table. 
The elements which could make nego­ 
tiations productive are visible: The 
Egyptians have again seen that they 
can’t win by war; the Israelis are begin­ 
ning to realize that they cannot indefi­ 
nitely sustain a condition of no-war- 
no-peace. 
A settlement will take time, but it is 
within reach. 


U.S. FOREIGN TRADE BOOMING 


The trade surplus rose $873 
more than in any month since 1965 The 
outlook is that U.S. trade will register a 
sizable surplus for the entire year — 4, 
dramatic improvement over the $6 billion 
deficit of 1972. 
The biggest source of the nation s 
adverse balance of payments is no longer 
a trade deficit but a tourist deficit. The 
tourist deficit amounted to $3 billion last 
year. But here improvement is also 
taking place. The dollar devaluation 
makes it less costly for foreigners to 
come to the United States and they are 
beginning to come in increasing num­ 
bers. 


HOW CONGRESSMEN GROSSLY 
ABUSE FRANKING. One single fact tells 
the story. Common Cause has found that 
during the three-month period of congres­ 
sional campaigns, members of Congress 
send nearly twice as much free mail to 
their constituents as during other periods 
— 112 million pieces from July on as 
against 67 million pieces normally. 
The Post Office has given up trying to 
enforce the franking laws and that makes 
wholesale abuse all the easier. 
The worst unfairness: Franked mail is 
massively used to help incumbent con­ 
gressmen get elected, but is denied to 
candidates challenging them. 
Why not abolish franking during elec­ 
tions? 


BLACKS ON WHITE CAMPUSES. Col 
lege administrators report: Many domi­ 
nantly white colleges and universities are 
experiencing a lowered enrollment by 
blacks and other minority-group fresh­ 
men. 
The presence of blacks on white cam­ 
puses usually does not promote racial 
integration It heightens black conscious­ 
ness and black separatism. 
There is a marked decline of interest 
among black students in black study 
courses. Example: The course in “The 
Negro in American History" at George 
Washington University had 176 students 
last year, only 24 this year

Detente Has Little To Do 
With Whether Russia Fights 


WASHINGTON — Not to overdo the 
language of diplomacy, nevertheless 
there is beaucoup naivete in the current 
worrying out loud about Soviet American 
detente Will it collapse because of the 
purported superpower confrontation in 
the Middle East? Is it permissible under 
the rules to flaunt your airborne divi­ 
sions, aircraft carriers and missile 
squadrons at each other and still have a 
detente? 
That depends on what detente is, and 
what it is not For general purposes, it is 
just what the big Webster’s says 
“ A 
slackening or relaxing, as of strained 
relations between nations ’ — and no 
more than that. That broad definition 
applies nicely to the Soviet-American 
example, but in this case the footnotes 
about what it is not are the most 
important part. 


A RELAXATION of tensions bnngs a 
relaxation of rhetoric. It brings co-opera­ 
tion on cultural affairs and trade, where 
that is mutually profitable It allows the 
American taxpayer to be stung by a 
colossal wheat deal with the Russians, 
and removes from the proscribed list 
many products that could not be sold to

them in years past. It implies that the 
two sides will stop being unnecessarily 
nasty to each other. All this facilitates 
agreements — sometimes meaningful, 
more often merely symbolic — on 
weighty matters like arms. 


It does not — and this is where the 
naivete comes in — it emphatically does 
not mean the two sides start trusting 
each other. It does not mean they will 
make any agreements that matter with­ 
out insisting on a tit for every tat, that 
they will sign away anything of value 
without insisting on ironbound guaran­ 
tees They will do business with each 
other, but in the same spirit in which the 
New York Yankees will do business 
henceforth with Charles O. Finley. 


Neither side is about to give up its 
ideology or its historic goals. Each sees 
detente as a convenient revision of the 
rules by which it will move in the same 
direction it was heading before. Perhaps 
the United States is not committed any­ 
more to overthrowing communism every­ 
where, but it is committed to supporting 
at least the status quo everywhere possi­ 
ble, and especially to defending the bases 
of its commerce. Perhaps the Soviet 
Union is not trumpeting the challenges of 
Lenin so loudly these days, but only 
because its current leaders believe they 
can prevail in peaceful competition. 


And, as neither side has changed Ha 
fundamental beliefs, so it remains con­ 
sistent, despite detente, in where it draws 
the geographical line around its vital 
interests Experience shows that the 
Kremlin has been even more predictable 
than Washington in this. Attention to 
precedent would have obviated much of 
the excitement over Russian military 
intentions in the Suez, and at other points 
in recent history where direst Russian 
reaction was feared. 


THE ESSENCE of power diplomacy is 
to keep your opponent guessing, of 
course, so to take anything for granted 
can be mortally dangerous But if mod­ 
ern history teaches anything, it is that 
the Soviet Union carefully graduates its 
response to provocation. 


It is free with words; the slightest 
threat to one of its allies can produce 
warnings of horrible consequences At 
the next level, it also is free .with 
munitions, wherever it can advance its 
geopolitical interests by providing arms 
for someone else to fight with, it will 
hasten to do so It will supply them even 
at high cost where the stakes also are 
high, as in Indochina or the Middle East. 


But at the ultimate level, precedent 
says Moscow is not about to make an 
overt commitment of its own forces until 
its immediate fiefdom is physically men 
aced For a generation, that has meant 
the Soviet Union itself plus the buffers it 
created after World War II. That is why 
Russian tanks rolled in Hungary, East 
Germany and Czechoslovakia - and why 
my colleagues' predictions of holocaust 
after the mining of North Vietnam's 
harbors last year were so wrong 
It also is why the dropping of Russian 
paratroopers along the Suez Canal last 
month was extremely unlikely — unlikely 
not because of detente but because the 
Kremlin does not order its own forces 
into essentially offensive action beyond 
its established vital interests That policy 
was rooted deep before detente came 
along and can be expected to control 
events whether detente collapses or sur­ 
vives any individual crisis oiao

Meat Wrappers 
Disease Studied 


CHICAGO (UPI) -A study 
released today indicated butch­ 
ers and workers who wrap pre­ 
cut, pre packaged meats with 
plastic may be exposed to a 
new disease —“meat-wrappers 
asthma " 
William N. Sokol of Yossef 
Aelony and Giiden N. Beall of 
Harbor General Hospital, Torr­ 
ance. Calif., said the illness was 
triggered by fumes released 
when workers cut the plastic 
wrapper with a hot wire The 
report was published in the 
current issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion 
The study said the disease 


causes shortness of breath, 
coughing and wheezing and ap­ 
parently disappears when the 
worker is not exposed to the 
fumes. 
Three middle-aged women 
workers developed respiratory 
problems, the report said, when 
exposed to fumes of polyvinyl 
chloride cut with a hot wire. It 
was pointed out the three wom­ 
en were cigarette smokers and 
might have inhaled the fumes 
w hile smoking.

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Actress And Sloyer Wed 
In Colorado Prison Rite 


CANON CITY. Colo. (UPI) - 
Actress Sue Lyon married con­ 
victed murderer Gary (Cotton) 
Adamson in a 15-minute “nice, 
quiet wedding” last night. The 
bride spent her wedding night 
in a motel room. The bridge- 
room slept in his jail cell. 


The double-ring cerem ony 
was performed in a gold-carpet­ 
ed conference room at the Colo­ 


rado State Penitentiary in the 
presence of nine other inmates, 
Adamson’s mother and five sis­ 
ters, and penitentiary officials. 


Reporters and photographers 
agreed to stay out of the room 
after Warden Gordon Heggie 
told them Adamson, serving a 
20-to-40-year term for second- 
degree murder and aggravated 
robbery, 
m ade 
a 
“ serious 


threat to react” if newsmen 
were present. 


“ It was a very nice, quiet 
wedding,” said Mrs. Lucille Ad­ 
amson. the convict’s mother, 
after the ceremony. “But it had 
a very sad ending. ” 
The bride, wearing a full­ 
length dress of beige Belgian 
lace and a white veil, and the 
bridegroom, dressed in dark 


blue suit, fed each other pieces 
of a four-tier wedding cake at a 
45-m inute reception. G uests 
were served soda pop. 
Prison officials said Miss 
Lyon’s 2(V month-old daughter 
by a previous marriage sprin­ 
kled red rose petals around the 
room prior to the ceremony, 
performed by the Rev. Paul 
Learning of the United Method 
ist Church in Canon City. 
The bride and her party en­ 
tered the prison earlier in the 
evening and passed single-file 
through a metal-detecting de­ 
vice. Miss Lyon carried a small 
purse and a white Bible. 
A m inor flareup occurred 
when UPI photographer Joe 
Marquette asked persons ac­ 
companying Miss Lyon to move 


away so he could take pictures. 
“ I'm 
gonna 
get physical.” 
Miss Lyon shouted, grabbing 
Marquette’s sleeve. “This is a 
wedding, not a circus." At a 
press conference earlier yester­ 
day, the actress criticized the 
news media for sensationalizing 
her wedding. 
“ I’ll do anything I can to stop 
you from attending the wedding 
—legally, financially, emotion­ 
ally and in every other way to 
stop anything you can do, 
ever,” Miss Lyon screamed at 
newsmen. 
“ If you take one 
picture of my wedding, I will 
not only sue you, I will physi­ 
cally have you harmed. That's 
what you’re doing to me." 
Warden Heggie said Colorado 
law made no provision for con­ 


jugal visits and that no excep­ 
tions would be made for Miss 
Lyon because of her star status. 


The actress, who soared to 
fame at the age of 14 with her 
portrayal of the nymphet in 
“ Lolita,” said she and Adam­ 
son will work for conjugal visits 
in the state. 


“ I shall be staying in Canon 
City and visiting Cotton when­ 
ever I can,” she said. “One of 
the things we shall be doing 
together is to press for conjugal 
visiting in state and federal 
institutions.

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Grain Crop 
Predictions 
Are Doubted I 


MOSCOW (UPI) -W estern 
experts said today they were 
viewing with some skepticism 
Leonid I. Brezhnev's prediction 
of a record 215 million-ton grain 
crop in the Soviet Union this 
year. 
The Communist Party gener­ 
al secretary made his predic­ 
tion in a recent speech to the j 
World 
Congress 
of 
Peace 
Forces in Moscow. 
The figure he gave is well 
above the Soviet goal of 197.4 
million metric tons. 
“They obviously are having a 
record crop." one Western ex­ 
pert said. “ But it will be quite a 
bit less than 215 million tons 
when they get down to what 
they can actually eat." 
The experts said the grain 
crop, when first weighed, in­ 
cludes a considerable amount 
of dirt and weeds. They also 
said moisture content should be 
much higher than average this 
year, owing to heavy rams in 
August 
and September when 
the crop was being harvested 
Further, the experts said 
some of the grain will not be of 
sufficient quality to be used for 
human consumption. However, 
they said it could be used for 
livestock feed 
Even allowing for all these 
factors, the experts acknowl­ 
edge 
that the Soviet crop 
achievement this year is quite 
significant, especially in view 
of the 1972 disaster. 
The 1972 harvest was only 168 
million tons, nearly 30 million 
below 
target. 
The 
Soviets 
bought 
SI.8 billion 
worth of 
grain abroad.

DETROIT — See those auto­ 
mobile bumpers on the 74- 
model cars just now moving 
into the traffic stream? 
Not bad, eh? 
But hink back a few years to 
when the federal government 
first decided to impose some 
restrictions on bumper design 
and announced its intention to 
m ake them practical once 
more. 
Automakers let up a scream 
that could be heard from coast 
to coast and reached into every 
garage in the country. 
Yet, despite all the noise, 
automakers have come up with 
some excellent designs which 
shouldn’t offend the good taste 
of anyone who buys a 1974- 
model automobile. 
The new bumpers are re­ 
quired this year to meet a five- 
mile-an-hour impact, both front 
and rear, without any damage 
at all to safety-related compo­ 
nents, meaning lights, steering, 
fuel tank — anything that can 
impinge on the safe operation 
of the vehicle itself. Beyond 
this, every car has to meet a 
pendulum test which assures 
that no 1974 bumper can over­ 
ride or underride the bumper of 
another 1974-model car. 


IN 1976, the law calls for a 30- 
degree corner im pact, both 
front and rear and on both 
sides, without damage to safe­ 
ty-related components. There 
now is legislation in Congress to 
modify the bumpers again in 
1977 so that there is no damage 
at all, including not even a 
paint scratch, at 5 miles an 
hour Car buyers and insurance 
companies are bound to save a 
lot of money over the years. 
But beefing up the bumpers 
on a car isn t as simple as it 
sounds. When you add more 
weight to the front and rear of 
a car, you affect the handling 
and steering characteristics of 
the car as well as the structural 
integrity of the vehicle itself. 
“ Its the worst part of a car 


for us to be putting on weight,” 
declares Eugene Bordilnat, vice 
president of design for Ford 
Motor Co. ‘It’s all cantilevered 
out there and it s hard some­ 
times to get hood-shake and 
fender-shake out of a car.” 


WHEN THE car designer 
adds a couple hundred pounds 
in those critical areas of a car, 
he has to enforce other things. 
He has to put added structure 
into the vehicle, beef up other 
components of the car, maybe 
go up a size in tires, increase 
the brakes, and on and on. 


The bumper system itself is 
Dilly part of the picture. 
The Chevrolet Vega, for ex­ 
ample, has five-mile bumpers 
front and rear. Until this year it 
was exempt. The General Mo­ 
tors division tore up the front 
end completely, redesigned it, 
and reworked the rear end as 
well. As a result, the cost of the 
Vega is going up an average 
$150, compared with $25 for the 
full-size Chevrolet cars. 
Ford Motor Co. uses a higher- 
cost bum per system on its 
brand-new Mustang II than it 


does on the rest of the line. 
General Motors, in fact, had 
to redesign its whole bumper 
line for 1974 because its 73 
bumpers were intended to meet 
a barrier crash only. It was 
gambling that the pendulum 
test would never see the light of 
day. 


In order to meet the barrier 
test in 1973, Chrysler Corp., 
among other things, put rubber 
devices on the bumpers which 
did some of the absorbing. Ma­ 
jor changes were required for 
1974. 


NEW BUMPERS are expen 
sive. “ It used to cost us about 
$1 million to do a bumper,” 
explained the Ford styling vice 
president. “ Now,” he said, “ it 
costs (4 million. That’s $8 a car. 


“ You can chew up $40 million 
in a hurry that way." The 
practical bumpers of the earlier 
years of the automobile were 
gone and almost forgotten be­ 
fore the federal government got 
into the act and decreed that 
bumpers were required to be 
just that. 
They had a job to do — and 


they clearly weren’t doing it. 
A slig h t p a rk in g -lo t-ty p e 
bump could cause heavy dam ­ 
age to a car’s front or rear end 
and cost many hundreds of 
dollars to repair. 


“NO QUESTION,” responded 
Bordilnat, “ we had overtrained 
when the bumpers were being 
integrated into the sheet metal 
a few years ago. 


“They weren’t bumpers. We 


really never even thought of 
them as such but more as 
antenna for parking. They were 
really never designed to absorb 
any energy at all. 
“ I think we probably earned 
the criticism that we got." 
The 1974 bum pers clearly 
show what the designers can do 
when given a job. The bumpers 
are stylish, do not detract from 
the overall context of the car, 
and, beyond all else, they work.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ameri­ 
ca’s attitude toward fire safety 
is one of ignorance and indiffer­ 
ence, an attitude remarkably 
out of phase with normal reac­ 
tion to a severe social-medical 
property problem 


The American Insurance As­ 
sociation, which says so, adds: 
Congress, recognizing this na­ 
tional aberration, authorized in 
1968 formation of the National 
Commission on Fire Prevention 
and Control.

National Board of Women’s Re­ 
habilitation and told about 
themselves. 
The rich colors of their cloth­ 
ing camouflaged their personal 
tragedies only temporarily. Dis­ 
tressed, tearful and agonized, 
each face revealed the suffer­ 
ings of the last couple of years. 
A widow accompanied by a 
m alnourished 2-year-old de­ 
scribed how Pakistani soldiers 
had pulled her husband off a 
bus and shot him in a nearby 
field. Now there was no one to 
support the family. 


HER HOPE, like all the oth­ 
ers who came recently to be 
interviewed by the board, was 
to receive som e vocational 
training so that she could pro­ 
vide an income. 
The board was established in 
February, 1972, primarily to 
organize mass abortion proce­ 
dures for women who had been 
raped by Pakistani troops dur­ 
ing the 1971 war. Aided by 
d o cto rs from InteY nationa! 
Planned Parenthood, more than 
2,000 pregnancies were termi­ 
nated under this program. 
Afterwards, the board under­ 
took a project to rehabilitate

violated women, as well as 
those who had been seriously 
affected by the war economical­ 
ly. Since traditionally less than 
one per cent of the female 
population is experienced in 
professional labor, the estab­ 
lishment of vocational training 
courses was the first step. 


Before the war when their 
husbands were alive, 75 per 
cent of the women were living 
at a subsistence level, said a 
board spokesm an. Now, he 
said, the majority of them are 
living below that level. 


BY THE Board's definition, 
women considered to be “war- 
affected” are representative of 
every economic class and num­ 
ber in the millions. 
Any woman who was raped 
by the Pakistanis or is a with­ 
out a husband qualifies for vo­ 
cational training In the latter 
case, she is eligible if her hus­ 
band was killed, physically tor­ 
tured or is still stranded in 
Pakistan. 


Because Bangladesh is over­ 
whelmingly dependent upon ag­ 
riculture, those whose property 


was destroyed during the war 
also receive priority for train­ 
ing. 


Since approximately 90 per 
cent of Bangladeshi women are 
illiterate, a main focus of the 
board program is adult educa­ 
tion. Women who have had 
some education are trained in 
secretarial courses or in me­ 
chanical skills 
More than 50 


students who have progressed 
beyond the eighth y ear in 
school are enrolled in a newly 
established Polytechnic Insti­ 
tute, where they are learning to 
assemble and repair machines 
Those who have no place to 
live stay at the Board-Centers. 
According to officials, this oc­ 
curs in less than three per cent 
of all cases. Contrary to many 
reports, officials said that al­ 
most all the violated women 
were accepted back into their 
families after abortions.

Children Enter The Elizabethan Age 


In less than an hour the pair had 
performed the near-miracle of taking 29 
boisterous kids. ll and 12 years old, and 
effortlessly plunging them into roles for 
the medieval summer's play. The aud! 
ence responded with ear-shattering “huz­ 
zas’* (Elizabethan for “ right on") and 
villiao-eurdling hisses 
Teacher Grantz admitted that the day 
before some of his students had threat­ 
ened to stay at home with an epidemic of 
butterflies in the-stomach However, they 
all showed up. 


The apprehension disappeared when 
Brebner and Sheridan, customed in 
tights, velvet skirts and plumed hats, 
walked through the classroom door. 


They toted a wardrobe trunk crammed 
full of Elizabethan finery borrowed from 
the Renaissance Pleasure Faire compa­ 
ny 
In booming voices spiked with Shakes­ 
pearian authority, they instantly set up a 
rapport and with the children. A spirit of 
fun prevailed

‘ Ladies and Gentleman today is the 
23rd of April, 1573. ” 
With these words Shakespearian actor 
John Brebner transported his audience, 
some 450 rapt students at Don Timeoto 
School ampitheater in Terra Linda back 
to the pageantry of the Elizabethan 


Theater. 
Waiting in searing sunshine and clad in 
velvet and mail were processional mem­ 
bers. 
In line was St. George in his first suit 
of armor and bolding his sword high; the 
dragon, a grinning horned beast with 
eight legs belonging to four sixth grad­ 


ers; the villianous Turkish knight 
crowned in a jewel-studded turban, the 
chiffon-veiled Sahara, daughter of the 
King of Egypt and of course. William 
Shakespeare, played by Usa Cane. 
They were all m embers of John 
Grantz's class and were taking part in an 
impromptu “St. George and the Dragon ” 


For former Marin Shakespeare Festi­ 
val actors Brebner and Phillip Sheridan, 
a two-man touring duo who travel the 
school and community club circuit, it was 
a performance they have enacted more 
than 60 times. 
“But we never get bored,” said Breb­ 
ner. a graduate of the Old Vie Theater 
School in London and former actor with 
the San Francisco Players Guild. 


“All ngbt players, here are your horn­ 
books,” said Sheridan holding up a wood­ 
en hand paddle to which was attached a 
sheet of paper with the lines the charac­ 
ter would read for the part. No memoir 
zation was asked. 
“Who will play the part of the villian?” 
Sheridan asked, adding, “it can be a boy 
or a girl ” 
A forest of arms waved amid cries of 
“pick me.” 
Volunteers then stood before their 
classmates, read from the hornbooks and 
were selected on the basis of who elicited 
the loudest applause. 
Brebner fished through the wardrobe 
trunk and presented the appropriate cos­ 
tume as players were cast. 
The directors give instructions to set 
the mood 
“Sahara, remember you have to give a 
little dance. We need some bumps and 
grinds 
.. swing your hips,” said Sheri­ 
dan as he slithered 
“Villian, really act mean. I want you to 
go down there and point your sword at 
the kids in the first row — really scare 
them,” he said 
Players ran through one rehearsal of 
parts 
The knights practiced sparring 
while the dragon waited impatiently. 
Muffled cries of. “it’s hot in here,” were 
heard 
As the audience sat down on wooden 
benches. Sheridan gave last minute or­ 
ders. 
Brebner strode on stage, followed by 
“the prologue” a girl carrying a horn­ 
book. While be introduced his audience to 
the nuances of the Era of Queen Eliza­ 
beth I, the processional began a dramatic 
m arch around the am pitheater. The 
mummer’s band provided the sounds of 
trumpet, cymbals and drums. 
All went smoothly. Players read with 
animation 
The dragon did go amok when the head 
feel dead on the stage floor and the body 
walked in the opposite direction, but the 
mump proved to be the high point of 
hilarity in the play. 
Watching from the sidelines teacher 
Grantz glowed with pride 
“They are 
having one hell of a time,” he said 
Another onlooker, Valerie Simpson, 
swished her long blond hair and said, “ I 
wish I was one grade higher, then I could 
be in the play.” 
Brebner packed up the costumes in 
preparation for another performance 
scheduled for later at the Marinwood 
Community Center after demonstrating 
once again that “all the world's a stage ”

Reforms Won't Trim 


Europe's Food Costs 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - The Eu­ 
ropean Common Market an­ 
nounced its long awaited farm 
reform proposals today but said 
they would do nothing to bring 
down food costs to European 
consumers, 
The overall package cost for 
the housewife will not change, 
said Pierre Lardinois, the Com­ 
mon Market agricultural com­ 
missioner in response to news­ 
men’s questions whether food 
costs in Europe, already among 
the world’s highest, will come 
down. 
I^ardinois said the Common 
Market Commission rejected 
proposals for a major reform in 
which the cost of subsidies to 
farmers would be earned by 
taxation instead of high food 
prices. Instead, he announced 
smaller reforms aimed at in­ 
creasing production of beef and 
feed grains and discouraging 
butter surpluses. 
The commissioner estimated 
these reforms would enable the 
Common Market to cut its farm 
support costs by i bout ll 2 bil­ 
lion below what they would 
have otherwise been by 1978. 
But he admitted there were no 


exact figures on what those 
costs would have been. 
The proposals must be ap­ 
proved by the nine Com mom 
Market member nations before 
they become official. Lardinois 
said this would require cour­ 
age. 
Among the major proposals 
The European surplus butter 
mountain will be trimmed by a 
penalty tax of up to 2 per cent 
on dairy production of more 
than 10.000 quarts of milk per 
farmer per year when the en­ 
tire Common Market is in sur 
plus. 
There will be an increase in 
support prices for beef, a de­ 
crease in support prices for 
veal and encouragement of feed 
grain production to bring more 
beef to market 
Soybean production will be 
encouraged. Lardinois said this 
would not cut into imports of 
American soybeans — current­ 
ly a major source of feed pro­ 
teins. 
The proposals urged increase 
in production of mutton and 
lamb. Lardinois said there 
would be no change in regula 
tions for such commodities as 
fish, fruit, and sugar 


WASHINGTON (UPL - One 
year ago, a seemingly confident 
and very much in charge Rich­ 
ard Nixon outlined a second 
term program of open govern­ 
ment dedicated to internal re­ 
form that would regenerate a 
spirit of national greatness 


Permissiveness and a govern­ 
ment that promised more than 
could be delivered had brought 
the nation to “a very great 
spiritual crisis” in the late 
1960s, as he saw it. 


But a leaner government that 
asked more of its citizens would 
nurture “a new spirit of inde 
pendence, self-reliance, pride, 
that I sense in the American 
people,” Nixon said. 


Nixon could justifiably be po­ 
sitive about his intentions and 
commanding in his sense of 
leadership in that Nov. 5 inter­ 
view. 


His $60 million re-election 
campaign was at an end with 
polls showing a landslide victo­ 
ry in store — a mandate to 
conduct government his way 
that could not be denied. He 
enjoyed the editorial support of 
over 70 per cent of the nation's 
newspapers. 
The polls were right. Two 
days later he received the 
greatest presidential electoral 
plurality in history, a sweep of 
every state but one. a percent­ 
age vote just a hair below the 
all-time record. 


In the only poll that really 
counts, Nixon found his leader­ 
ship approved by better than 61 
per cent of the American vot­ 
ers. 
The victory was impressive, 
but from Nixon’s perspective 
not perfect. He did not carry 
either house of Congress. His 
party lost a governorship. And 
Republican National Chairman 
Bob Dole, suggested it was a 
Nixon victory, but not a party 
win. 
Nixon promised on the 1972 
election eve; “We are going to 
continue to play a great role in 
the world because that is the 
only way you can have the 
peace we talk about " 
And he pledged that by boost 
ing the forces of law and order, 
appointing stricter judges, he 
would deal with problems such 
as crimes and drugs that 
“came as a result of those of us 
who basically have a responsi­ 
bility of leadership not recog 
nizing that above everything 
else you must not weaken a 
people’s character.” 
Further, he would trim a 
“bloated” bureauacy he said 
was “too big” and "too expen 
sive.” “ Massive handouts” to 
the people would stop. Nixon 
promised 
Nixon retired to Camp David 
in the fall and reshuffled if not 
actually reduced the top eche­ 
lon bureaucracy. He ended 
American involvement in the 


Vietnam War, partially by re- 
1 
newed massive bombing of 
North Vietnam. The prisoners 
of war came home. A legisla­ 
tive program bearing his inten­ 
tions to reduce or discard a 
host of federal social programs 
was prepared for Congress. 
His midwinter mandate, as 
measured by opinion polls, was 
68 per cent — a near record 
high for any President 
And then came Watergate 
In short order the nearly dor­ 
mant scandal over the June. 
1972, burglary and bugging of 
Democratic National Headquar­ 
ters flamed into charges of 
complicity in high White House 
circles and a million dollar 
cover-up 
Nixon was forced to dismiss 
his closest associates 
The Senate Watergate hear­ 
ings began 
Questions were 
raised about government ex­ 
penditures on improvements of 
Nixon properties. The special 
Watergate prosecutor eyed ille­ 
gal campaign contributions 
from milk men and others 
Nixon’s two-time running mate, 
Spiro T 
Agnew, pleaded no 
contest to income tax evasion in 
October and resigned 
On Aug 17, public approval 
of Nixon’s conduct of office, 
measured by a poll, stood at 38 
per cent A study by Congres­ 
sional Quarterly disclosed that 
while Nixon was able to keep 
Congress from running away 
from him. there had been deep 
erosion of support among usual­ 
ly dependable Republicans 
Legislation by veto increased 
It was easier to get one-third 
support against overriding a 
veto than majority support for 
the President’s owm program. 
Nixon was forced again and 
again to explain and defend his 
role in Watergate The court 
fight over his secret Watergate 
tapes went on There was the 
firing of the special prosecutor, 
the necessity of giving in; the 
two missing tapes 
Yesterday, the Gallup poll 
reported popular support for 
Nixon in mid-October stood at 
just 27 per cent Sixty per cent 
of the public disapproved. 
Also, the New York Times 
joined a growing list of newspa­ 
pers calling for Nixon’s resig­ 
nation 


Red Troops 
Are Said 
No Threat 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
Pentagon said today that up to 
2,000 Soviet marines in ships 
•designed for over-the-beach 
landings are stationed in the 
Mediterranean. But a spokes­ 
man said there was no cause 
for alarm. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., said yesterday there 
were Soviet marines in the 
M editerranean. In response, 
Pentagon spokesman William 
Beecher said the Russians nor­ 
mally have two landing ships in 
the M editerranean, but now 
have eight which could carry 
from 200 to 2,000 marines or 
naval infantry. 
“This is not viewed with un­ 
usual alarm,” Beecher said 
“They are not a substantial 
number if you’re talking about 
a militarily significant force.” 
The United States regularly 
stations one ship in the Mediter­ 
ranean carrying a marine land­ 
ing force of 1,800 men. A second 
ship with another 1,800 men 
was rushed to the Mediterra­ 
nean after the Middle East war 
began. 
As evidence of lessened ten­ 
sions in the area, Beecher an­ 
nounced that US Air Force 
planes with American markings 
and crews had flown into Egypt 
yesterday for the first time in 
recent memory, and that both 
Soviet and American ships on 
alert in the Mediterranean have 
pulled into ports for visits.

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Hunt Papers Said 


Destroyed By Dean 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -John 
W Dean III said recently that 
he discovered and destroyed 
materials from the White House 
safe of E. Howard Hunt Jr. late 
in January after Hunt pleaded 
guilty to the Watergate bug­ 
ging, federal prosecutors said 
today 
Richard Ben-Veniste, a law­ 
yer for the Watergate special 
prosecution force, said Dean 
told government investigators 
Friday that he shredded two of 
Hunt’s notebooks and tossed a 
“pop-up address book” into a 
wastebasket 
The disclosure came amid 
intensified attacks on President 
Nixon and questions about his 
ability to continue governing. 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., called yesterday for Nix­ 
on’s resignation, saying “there 
is no question that President 
Nixon has lost his effectiveness 
as the leader of this country." 
Brooke, who supported Nixon in 
1968 and 1972, was the first 
Republican senator to ask the 
President to step down 
Ben-Veniste made the disclo­ 
sure about Dean at the begin­ 
ning of a hearing before Chief 
U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica, who is considering 
motions by Hunt and five other 
bugging conspirators to over­ 
turn their convictions 
Ben-Veniste said that Dean, 


who pleaded guilty Oct. 19 to a 
single count of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice in the Water­ 
gate coverup, told investigators 
last week he had discovered the 
Hunt materials in a file folder 
at his office that contained 
President Nixon's estate pa­ 
pers. 


Ben-Veniste said the materi­ 
als—which Dean said he did not 
read—consisted of the address 
book and two cloth bound note­ 
books that Dean said he “as­ 
sumed” related to the break-in 
at the office of Daniel Ells- 
berg’s psychiatrist. 
He said Dean told investiga­ 
tors he “shredded the note­ 
books in a shredder" and tossed 
the address book into his waste­ 
basket. 
The m aterials apparently 
were among those found in 
Hunt’s safe immediately follow­ 
ing the arrest on June 17, 1972. 
of five persons inside Demo­ 
cratic headquarters at the Wat 
ergate. 
Hunt sat stony-faced as Dan­

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AMERICA ANO THE FUTURE OF MAN 
Toleration Of Economic Growth

Herein he discusses, in con­ 
nection with what be calls the 
materialistic society, achieve­ 
ments and social costs in 
connection with global plen­ 
ty)

Answer to the question wheth­ 
er economic growth is neces­ 
sary for survival requires only 
a glance at the historical 
record For thousands of years 
prior to the last two hundred, 
civilizations rose and fell. 
There were times of prosperity 
and times of hardship. But in 
none was there an era of pro­ 
longed economic growth. 
The question that exercises 
thinkers today is not whether 
society can survive without eco­ 
nomic growth. Since economic 
growth is an exceptional state 
—- an aberration perhaps — the 
question at issue is just how 
long economic growth can be 
sustained on the small planet 
earth. 
We of this generation are 
already being pressed against 
the inescapable limitations of a 
finite planet. Whether or not we 
succeed in time in stabilizing 
population, we cannot much 
longer continue to use up space, 
to ransack the e a rth ’s re ­ 
sources, and to fill its air and 
waters with effluent with the 
reckless abandon that has char­ 
acterized our activity since the 
industrial revolution. 
Two hundred years of scien­ 
tific discovery and innovation 
have imbued us with faith in 
technological progress 
Yet, 
that technoogy has been b^sed 
on physical conditions that no 
longer obtain: virtually unlimit­ 
ed resources and a virtually 
unlimited capacity of the bios­ 
phere to assim ilate the ef* 
fluents of technology 
It remains to be seen how 
technology will cope when 
abundance in these vital re­ 
spects gives way to constric­ 
tion 
If eventually we conclude 
that economic growth cannot 
continue much longer, or if we 
conclude that 
the existing 
growth momentum will result 
in a decline in social welfare, 
we may elect to move off the 
growth trajecto ry toward a 
more stable economy. If we do 
so, a number of economic, ad­ 
ministrative and social prob­ 
lems arise, none of which how 
ever — were we in earnest — 
would be difficult to deal with 
(One has only to remember the 
speed with which Britain in 1940 
transformed herself into a total 
war economy, and successfully 
maintained a strict rationing 
system over all consumer goods 
for about IO years, to realize 
what extraordinary feats of or­ 
ganization a nation can perform 
when its will is set.) 
And. though it would be of 
some interest to speculate cm 
the extent and form of govern­ 
ment intervention that would be 
necessary during the transition 
to a stable economy, and the 
alternative schemes for ration­ 
ing the use of raw materials, in 
the oresent climate of opinion 
such discussions would be pre­ 
mature. They will be pertinent 
only when society is prepared 
to regard seriously the proposal 
that we move off the growth 
path.

ued economic growth in the 
affluent societies of the West. 
Consider first the motive 
forces behind economic growth. 
As B ernard Shaw once re­ 
m arked, “ D iscontent is the 
mainspring of progress.” This 
discontent is writ large into the 
ethos of the consumer society. 
It is institutionalized by the 
agencies of Madison Avenue, 
and hallowed by our system of 
education. 
If continued discontent with 
what they have is required to 
keep people buying the increas­ 
ing outputs of modem industry, 
and if continued discontent with 
their status is necessary' to 
keep them working the ma­ 
chine, can we really believe 
that people can somehow be 
made happier as they absorb 
more goods9 The secret of how 
to keep people running is to 
widen the gap between their 
material condition and their 
material expectations That gap 
is a measure of their discon­ 
tent, and it was never wider 
than it is today. 
In an affluent society people’s 
satisfactions, as Thorstein Ve- ’ 
bien observed, depend not only 
on the innate utility of the 
goods they buy but also on their 
status value. Thus to a perso i 
in a high consumption society, 
it is not his absolute real in­ 
come that counts as much as 
his relative income — his posi­ 
tion in the structure of income. 
Thus, he may feel aggrieved 
receiving a IO per cent rise in 
his income if incomes of others 
have risen by 20 per cent. 
The more this attitude pre­ 
vails — and the ethos of our 
society tends to promote it — 
the more futile is the objective 
of economic growth for society 
as a whole. For it is obvious 
that over time everybody can­ 
not become relatively better 
off. 
Thus, once People’s satisfac­ 
tions come to depend almost 
wholly on relative income, or 
on some other index of status, a 
sustained rise in the levels of 
consumption — though it may 
well be necessary for maintain­ 
ing the momentum of powerful 
corporations — yields little ad­ 
ditional satisfaction to society, 
even in the absence of all spil­ 
lover costs. Indeed, obsessive 
concern with status and income 
and, in consequence, a lifetime 
devoted to nursing one s pros­ 
pects go far to drain the joy 
from one’s spirit. 
Secondly, we might want to 
ponder briefly on some of the 
unexpected repercussions of a 
number of much heralded in­ 
ventions 
The automobile, in 
addition to producing conges­ 
tion, noise, stench, visual dis 
traction, has been responsible 
also for the monotony, same­ 
ness and ugliness of vast urban 
areas the world over Having 
multiplied like the locust, hav­ 
ing sw arm ed through every 
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street and alley, automobiles 
have eliminated all the gaiety 
and mingling once associated 
with the famous cities of the 
world. 
The airliner, in addition to 
plunging us into an era of 
shrieking skies, has been re­ 
sponsible for a tourist explosion 
that has destroyed irrevocably 
all the once-famed resorts. This 
process of erosion continues 
year by year. Alas for our 
grandchildren who are on the 
way to inherit a world almost 
bereft of scenic beauty and 
grandeur 
Thirdly, we might wonder in 
a general way whether the un­ 
toward consequences of com­ 
mercially inspired technology 
are inescapable. 
Does not universal plenty it­ 
self breed a “ throw away” atti­ 
tude to things? Gifts lose the 
power to move when a person 
has “ everything’’ and when 
wealth is such that no sacrifice 
is entailed in bestow ing them 
But technology not only de­ 
stroys our relish of life by 
sating us with goods; it is an 
insidious force in its own right. 
As a form of compulsive syste­ 
matization it has begun to edge 
itself into every niche of what 
used to be our private lives and 
secret feelings. 
Methods for attaining suc- 
eess, for “optimizing" in sex, 
are taught by tape and manual 
Techniques for love, friendship, 
fervor, sarcasm, surrender, re­ 
partee. fantasy, impulse and 
laughter are all imparted to the 
buyer of the booklet or enroller 
in the course. Soon there might 
be no corner into which a per­ 
son can crouch and call his 
own. 
He will become a part of a 
world of mime and mimickry, 
where feelings are engineered, 
where spontaneity is rehearsed 
and net untutored emotion is left 
to well up in him. Imagine a 
world in which all the affection 
we can expect to receive has 
been studied as a technique.

others to dependence -on the 
machine. Yet is it not true that 
human interdependence is the 
source of mutual affection; of 
giving and receiving? 
Pack­ 
aged and precooked foods save 
the time of the busy housewife, 
who is now enjoined to add to 
her dignity by competing for 
cash on the labor market. But 
when a woman cooks for her 
man or her family is it only a 
chore? Or is there not also an 
instinctual gratification in such 
an act of tenderness and affir­ 
mation? 
C hildren’s television pro­ 
gram s m ake storytelling at 
bedtime obsolete. 
But does not the child who 
listens to his parents gently 
unfolding the tale enjoy and 
share a richer experience0 
True, we can, at the flick of a 
finger, flood the room with or­ 
chestral music that is perfectly 
executed. But before the turn of 
the century, when the music a 
man enjoyed might depend on 
his wife’s skill at the pianoforte 
or on his daughter's singing, 
was there not also some quiet 
joy flowing between them?

Surely it is more likely that 
the main thrust of product inno­ 
vation associated with econom­ 
ic growth in already wealthy 
countries will act to diminish 
over time opportunities for di­ 
rect com m unication between 
people. For such innovation 
seeks ‘overtly to reduce their 
need of the direct services of 
other human beings. 
Thus, personal contracts have

with

cd libraries and teaching ma­ 
chines. 
Thus, the compulsive search 
for efficiency, directed mainly 
to innovations that save effort 
and time, 
must continue to 
produce for us elegant instru­ 
ments for our mutual estrange­ 
ment. The consequence of the 
triumphant advance of technol­ 
ogy is an unavoidable drying up 
of the direct flow of sympathy 
and affectionate com m unica­ 
tion between people. 
Finally, we might ask if the 
things com m only associated 
with the good life — a more 
settled way of living, less fren­ 
zy, more margin, a sense of 
space and ease, an environment 
of natural beauty and architec­ 
tural dignity, a rehabilitation of 
norms of propriety and taste — 
can ever be realized by rich 
consum er societies eternally 
straining to woo the consumer 
with ever more outlandish and 
expendable gadgetry, and eter­ 
nally seeking for faster eco­ 
nomic growth. 
And, what of the other attrib­ 
utes by which men live? 
If it is conceded that once 
subsistence levels have been 
passed — and they have in the 
West — the sources of men s 
more enduring satisfactions 
spring from mutual trust and 
affection, from sharing glad­ 
ness and sorrow, from giving 
love and accepting it, from 
openhearted 
com panionship 
and laughter; if it is further 
conceded that in a civilized 
society the joy of living is 
augmented primarily by the 
sense of wonder inspired by the 
unfolding of nature, by the per­ 
ception of beauty inspired by 
great art, and by the renewal of 
faith and hope inspired by the 
heroic and the good; if this 
much is conceded, is it possible 
to believe also that unremitting 
attempts to harness the greater 
part of men’s energies and in­ 
genuity to the task of amassing 
an ever greater assortment of 
material possessions can add 
much to people's happiness?

The plan also calls for setting 


up a local design review board 
to consider building plans. 
As far as open space is con­ 
cerned, the plan recommends 
as much preservation as possi­ 
ble of open Richardson Bay 
w aters and shorelines and 
green hillsides and ridgelands 
It suggests no further residen 
tial building in the water and 
tidal areas of Richardson Bay 
and no major fill or dredging in 
water areas. 
Ideas for preserving Ring 
^Mountain, the ridge which rep­ 
resents one of the largest areas 
of open space in the planning 
area, will be presented at the 
meeting by the Ring Mountain 
Advisory Group 
Chaum said the plan calls for 
measures to try to maintain a 
housing mix that would enable 
low and medium income fami­ 
lies to live in the area.

One Stabbed 


In Melee At

Man Is Dead 
Of Overdose 


A 33-year-old San Anselmo 
man died at home yesterday, 
apparently of a drug overdose, 
despite the efforts of two ac­ 
quaintances to revive him. San 
Anselmo police said today. 


Pronounced dead on arrival 
at Marin General Hospital at 
11:38 a.m., was Wesley William 
Murrell of IO Golf Lane, accord­ 
ing to the county coroner’s of­ 
fice 


Police, 
responding to an 
emergency call, said they found 
Murrell in his bedroom, and 
said a search of the home 
produced a .suitcase containing 
three bags of suspected m ari­ 
juana, an attache case contain­ 
ing a .38 caliber revolver, sev­ 
eral plastic bags and paper 
packets filled with white power 
and powder residue, and drug 
paraphernalia 


Found in a garbage can out­ 
side the home were several 
pounds of marijuana and three 
ounces of suspected cocaine, 
police said 


Also at the scene were Alicia 
Fay Lundy. 23, of 32 Porteous 
Avenue. Fairfax, and Daniel 
Edgar Rogers, 25, of 202 Butter­ 
field Road. San Anselmo, police 
said. 


Police said the pair. acquaint­ 
ances of Murrell, gave the fol­ 
lowing account of events 


They went to Murrell’s home 
about midnight Saturday, and 
with him snorted “lines’’ of 
cocaine and heroin that had 
been poured on a miror. The 
two then left to attend a con­ 
cert, but returned to the Golf 
Lane home when Murrell failed 
to join them 
They found Murrell breathing 
irregularly on his bed. and in 
an attem pt to revive him. 
stripped the man and packed 
cold ice around his testicles. 
They also slapped him repeat­ 
edly. gave him hot and cold 
showers, and mouth to mouth 
resucitation. police said 
Hours later, they summoned 
an ambulance when his condi­ 
tion appeared to worsen, police 
said 
San Anselmo police said that 
the Marin district attorney’s 
office will determine if any 
charges will be filed against the 
pair They were questioned and 
released 
Murrell, a native of Pennsyl­ 
vania who was discharged from 
the Navy in 1965, is survived by

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Marin Conclave Asks Impeachment

More than 200 Marin liberals 
and Democrats met Saturday 
at the College of Marin and 
decided that (Hie way ch- anoth­ 
er President Nixon has got to 
go. 
Their position was clear from 
the minute the first speaker, 
William M. Bennett of Kent­ 
field, chairman of the Califor­ 
nia State Board of Equalization, 
got the crowd to rise in a body, 
shaking their fists and cheer­ 
ing, “Let’s impeach Richard 
Nixon!” 
Conference participants also 
called for rejection of Rep, 
Gerald Ford, R-Mich., as vice 
president. T heir resolution 
called him too tainted with 
President Nixon's philosophy 
and said Carl Albert, speaker of 
the House, would be a prefera­ 
ble interim president. 
The conference, the fourth 
annual conclave sponsored by 
Marin Alternative, was titled, 
•Watergate: What Can We Do 
About It?” but besides consid­ 
ering Watergate and impeach­ 
ment. it diverged into discus­ 
sions on whether President 
Nixon had links to organized 
crime and arguments against 
Proposition I, the tax limitation 
measure, and Proposition E, 
the Mann Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict bond issue 
Most speakers were Demo­ 
crats. including two gubernato­ 
rial hopefuls — Sen. George R. 
Moscone of San Francisco and 
William Matson Roth, Ross. 
University of Califomai regent 
and Assemblyman John R. Bur­ 
ton. San Francisco. 
Petitions calling for impeach­ 
ment circulated wildly through­ 
out the day. The crowd was 
mixed in age. 
At one of six special work­ 
shops during the conference, 
participants tried to come up 
with an answer to the question. 
"Im peachm ent-Desireable or 
Realistic?” Assemblyman Ken­ 
neth Meade, D-Oakland. and 
attorney 
R obert 
Bennett 
McCreadie of the American 
Civil Liberties Union gave the 
arguments for impeachment, 
and Marin County Counsel 
Douglas J Maloney, gave the 
drawbacks. 
According to Meade, the U.S. 
Constitution does not limit the 
reasons for impeachment to

Purging Of Old Data 
In Police Files Urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -L aw 
enforcem ent computer banks 
should be “purged” periodical­ 
ly of outdated information on 
criminals, and persons cleared 
of charges should be allowed to 
retrieve their police records, 
the National Advisory Commis­ 
sion on Criminal Justice Stan­ 
dards and Goals says in a 
report 
The report urged congression­ 
al action to allow anyone 
cleared of criminal charges to 
go to court to get possession of 
all information (rn his or her 
a rrest' including fingerprints 
and photographs, within 60 days 
after the case is concluded 
The commission dealt mainly 
with Computerized Criminal 
History (CCH) systems used by 
at least 40 states and skirted 
the issue of intelligence data

them, however, do not change 
unless someone changes them.

peachment of a Supreme Court 
justice on the grounds that “an 
impeachable offense is whatev­ 
er the House of Representatives 
considers it to be.” 
“ Precedents show we already 
have ample evidence to proceed 
with the impeachment,” said 
Meade. 
McCreadie cited reasons the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
believes Nixon can be im­ 
peached including stating that 
Nixon secretly recorded conver- :

"Impeachment is not a get- j 
Nixon approach,” he said. “It’s 
the one way to clear the air.” 
Maloney, introduced as the 
“ Devil’s advocate” by work­ 
shop chairman Jack Felson, 
member of the Marin Municipal 
Water District board, tried to 
dampen the impeachment spir­ 
it. 
He called the Senate sitting 
as a jury in an impeachment “a 
wacky tribunal” and said that 
during the impeachment of 
President Andrew Johnson af­ 
ter the Civil War there had 
been fantastic lobbying efforts 
to get senators to vote based on 
things other than evidence. 
“They can vote for any reason 
they feel proper,” he said. 
He also questioned whether 
Nixon would be driven to a 
desperate act under the threat 
of impeachment. "If someone 
under pressure is suddenly 
faced with the destruction of all 
he's worked for, what can hap­ 
pen?" asked Maloney. “Our 
president can destroy the world 
on his own initiative.” 


He estimated that the im­ 
peachment process could take 
six months to a year. “The 
Senate and the president would 
both be atrophied during that 
time, and the House can’t act 
without the agreement of either 
of them”. 
“I’m not sure that impeach­ 
ment is the right remedy in this 
day and time,” he said. "May­ 
be we just have to be more 
alert in electing our politi­ 
cians.” 


In spite of these warnings, 
the workshop as a body agreed 
to resolve to write to the House 
of Representatives asking it to 
impeach the president.

Record-Breaking 
Day For Brodie 


Opportunity 
Knocks Twice 
For Munson 


Forty-Niner quarterback John Brodie is mak­ 
ing sure he bows out of football with a record- 
breaking season. But I don t think his latest 
record is what he had in mind. 
John, a veteran of 17 pro football winters, 
already has his name in the 49er pressbook record 
section 17 times. What he did yesterday in Detroit 
when he had six of his passes intercepted was 
erase the names of Y.A. Tittle and Frank Albert 
from the record which reads: “ Most passes had 
intercepted — one game.” Y A. and Frankie say 
thanks. 
Before yesterday’s record-shattering perform­ 
ance by Brodie, the mark was five, accomplished 
twice by Tittle and once by Albert and Brodie. 
Now Brodie’s name stands alone. He still has a 
way to go if he is to catch Tittle’s season 
interception record of 28. He needs 18 more. (And 
if you were wondering about the NFL record, 
Brodie was two interceptions short. Jim Hardy of 
the Chicago Cards had eight of his passes inter­ 
cepted against Philadelphia, Sept. 24, 1950) 
I WOULD THINK John, a man who has been 
booed and then cheered as intermittent as April 
showers, would not be getting as much playing 
time the rest of the season. Since he has already 
announced his retirement effective on the 49ers 
last game of the season, I would think head coach 
Dick Nolan would use backup men Steve Spurrier 
and Joe Reed more. 
With the season quickly turning into a sham­ 
bles, Nolan had better start planning for the 
future when Brodie is sitting back in an easy chair 
continuing to draw that million-dollar settlement 
which came from the NFL merger just as Brodie 
was about to jump leagues with the Houston 
Oilers. 
WITH THE 49ERS mired in the National 
Football Conference’s Western Division cellar 
after yesterday’s 30-20 loss to the Lions, Nolan's 
big worry now is that the 49ers don’t have a losing 
season. With a win-loss record of 3-5, the 49ers can 
only afford to lose two more games and with the 
opponents ahead, this will not be an easy thing. 
There are the Washington Redskins next Sunday 
for starters, followed by Los Angeles, Green Bay, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans and Pittsburgh. It 
seems a shame, but a team that most observers 
picked for the playoffs and possible Super Bowl 
will be fighting to keep above the .500 level.

“ Five gam es isn ’t nearly 
enough games to judge a man," 
he said. “ Wait until we have 
played 14 games and then make 
a judgment. Besides, in football 
the quarterback gets too much 
of the credit " 
Still, it’s been Stabler^ hot 
hand that has the Raiders a 
game ahead of Kansas City in 


the American' Football Confer­ 
ence West race with six games 
left to play. Stabler took over 
as the Raiders' No. I quarter­ 
back five games back and in 
the stretch the team has won 
four times and been tied anoth­ 
er. 


“No question, Kenny has a 
hot hand.” said Oakland Coach 
John Madden. "As for the victo­ 
ry over New York, it was just 
one of those days when every­ 
thing we did was right. I’m 
sure we could have scored 
more points but what would 
that have proved ” 


The Giants, last shut out in 
1968, .suffered one of their all 
time worst defeats and never 
were in the game. They now 
have dropped six straight deci­ 
sions and are last in the Nation­ 
al Football Conference East 
with a 1-6-1 record 


Alex W ebster, the harried 
New York coach who must be 
wondering what has happened 
after t i s club won six exhibi­ 
tions Awl the first game of the 
regular season, calls the Raid­ 
ers one of the most physical 
team ’s he’s ever seen. 


‘ They took it to us right from 
the start and never let up," 
Webster said. ‘‘I can’t under­ 
stand our looking so bad. We've 
had good practices two weeks

Gaylord's Spitball Trend 


By JOE SARGIS 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Should the spitball be legal­ 
ized? 
I* 
*' That’s a question baseball 
people and fans alike have been 
pondering for quite some time, 
especially during the last two 
seasons when “illegal” pitches 
have almost become the stan­ 
dard rather than the exception. 


Way back in 1920, baseball 
declared the spitter, greaser, 
emery ball etc., all pitches 
{bade with a foreign substance 
on the ball, illegal. But in ban­ 
ning the pitch, starting with the 
1921 season, baseball permitted 
pitchers “addicted to the spit­ 
ter," which it said were only a 
few, to continue as in the past. 
That made Burleigh Grimes 
and Clarence Mitchell the so­ 
called last of the spitball pitch­ 
ers. 
ll In all the years since those 
two retired only one pitcher of 
note—Preacher Roe of the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers —ever was 
accused of throwing the spitter, 
that is until Gaylord Perry 
came along to start what looks 
like a trend these days. While 
some complained about Roe 
loading up the ball, no one ever 
caught him at it, and had he not 
admitted as much shortly after 
his retirement in 1954, maybe 
no one would know for sure 
even at this late date. 


But along came Perry, a tall 
righthander with a good fast­ 
ball in the early 1960s, to start 
changing things around. Perry, 
then with the San Francisco 
Giants and now with the Cleve­ 
land Indians, was a so-so pitch­ 
er until he developed what he 
galls his “hard slider” in 1966. 


Perry won 21 games for the 
Giants in 1966 and except for a 
lapse the next two seasons, he’s 
been one of the best pitchers in 
baseball ever since, reaching 
the peak of his profession by 
winning the Cy Young Award in 
1972 after a 24-16 record with 
Cleveland. 
While still in the National 
League, Perry often was sub­ 
jected to such indignities as 
being stripped of his hat and 
shirt on the mound by suspi­ 
cious umpires. They never once 
caught him “loading up” the 
ball but the suspicion remained. 
If anything, the situation be­ 
came even more ridiculous 
when he switched over to the 
Indians. 
“I don’t mind them looking 
me over,” Perry often would 


say with a mischievous grin. 
“If they think I’m doing some­ 
thing, they have a right to 
inspect my person.” 
The cry over Perry’s spitter 
has grown louder ami louder 
over the years and reached a 
point of ridiculousness last Aug. 
31, when in a game against 
Detroit, then Tiger manager 
Billy Martin “ordered” his two 
pitchers —Joe Coleman and 
Fred Scherman —to retaliate 
by throwing spitters at the Indi­ 
ans. Perry laughed and the 
umpires fumed. The next day 
Martin was slapped down by 
American League president Joe 
Cronin and eventually lost his 
job with the Tigers. 
Perry, by no means is base­ 
ball’s only “spitter” these days.

viewed from both leagues, such 
others as Scherman, Jim Mer­ 
ritt, Bill Lee, Bill Singer, Dave 
Sells and Steve Barber in the 
American and Doc Ellis, Ra­ 
mon Hernandez, Bob Moose, 
Clay Kirby and Juan Pizarro in 
the National are “addicted” to 
the illegal pitch. 
“They are making a joke of 
baseball,” says Reggie Jack­ 
son, the 1973 World Series Most 
Valuable Player who hit 32 
homers and drove in 117 runs 
for the World Champion Oak­ 
land A's. 
“You’ve got a good start on 
the guys who load it up in the 
American League,” he contin­ 
ued, "but I guarantee you there 
are more. Look, I’m not looking 
for them to legalize the pitch 
but they should either enforce 
the rules or forget them alto­ 
gether. The way it is now is a 
joke. I feel sorriest for the poor 
umpires. They have a tough 
enough job without all this stuff 
going on.” 
Tito Fuentes of the Giants, a 
man who plays every day, says 
things aren’t as bad in the 
National League “because the 
umpires don’t let them get 
away with it.” 
“I’ve seen a few spitters this 
year,” says Tito, “but never 
more than two or three in any 
one game. The umpires are 
doing a good job ” 
A week ago, at the conclusion 
of the general managers’ meet­ 
ing in Scottsdale, Ariz., Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn, who 
claims he has no feelings one 
way or the other about the 
illegal pitch, said be has asked 
the baseball Rules Committee 
to discuss legalizing the pitch at 
the annual meetings in Houston 
in December.

Now comes the big test for 
Southern California and Stan­ 
ford. 
With UCLA running wild and 
apparently unstoppable, the 
Trojans and Cardinals are on 
the spot this Saturday in what’s 
left of the Pacific 8 Conference 
race. 
One or the other will go on to 
challenge the high-scoring 
Bruins after Saturday’s big 
match in Los Angeles. 
With the Wishbone grinding 
out the scores at will, the 
Bruins whipped Washington, 62- 
13, last Saturday while South­ 
ern California, bouncing back 
nicely after its only defeat of 
the season, steamrollered Cali­ 
fornia, 50-14. 
That left the two Los Angeles 
giants in a tie for the Pac 8 lead 
with matching 4-0 records. 
Stanford, needing a late game 
field goal from reliable Rod 
Garcia, edged Oregon State, 24- 
23, and now is 3-1. 
Thus, while USG and Stanford 
are locking horns this Saturday, 
UCLA will be in Eugene to 
tangle with the Oregon Ducks, 
who lost out in the Pac 8 race 
by dropping a 21-14 decision to 
Washburn State. 
Of the three contenders for 
the league title Stanford would 
seem to have the toughest 
schedule remaining. After USO, 
the Cards face Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia.

Home Sales 


Marin County homes, which 
were being gobbled up by eager 
buyers as late as last June, are 
now going unsold in a dramatic 
reversal caused by tight mon­ 
ey, according to Jeffory Mors- 
head of Frank Howard Allen & 
Co. Realtors. 
“ We are in a buyer’s market 
with unsold homes building up 
and a scarcity of buyers,” 
Morehead declares in his “ Ma­ 
rin County Real Estate News­ 
letter ”. 
He gives this comparison of 
homes sales in 1972 and 1973: 
First quarter sales this year 
were up 20 per cent, second 
quarter sales were up 3 per 
cent, but third quarter sales 
dropped ll per cent as com­ 
pared with last year. “ Septem­ 
ber was the largest decline yet, 
off 31 per cent before inflation 
compared 
with September, 
1972.” 
Despite the sluggish sales, 
Morehead predicts that prices 
of homes in Marin will continue 
to soar because of the county’s 
“ no growth" policy. 
Proposition E on the Nov. 6 
ballot, the $7,560,000 water bond 
issue, appears doomed, says 
Morehead. “ With its defeat will 
come the extension of the water 
moratorium 
"We are predicting a dou­ 
bling in six to nine years in 
prices received for well located 
luxury homes in Marin!” 
Morehead says that buying 
opportunities still exist despite 
the present tight money. “ The 
typical buyer reasons either 
that he cannot afford to give up 
his present 6 per cent or 7 per 
cent loan for a 9 per cent loan 
or that he should wait for lower 
rates. But in deciding to wait 
until things are better, he is 
going to find less homes to 
choose from at prices IO to 15

Mrs. Mitchell said she has not 
seen her husband since he 
moved out of their apartm ent 
Sept. l l . 


Asked if there w ere any 
chance her m arriage would 


last, she replied: “I don’t want 
it to. You don’t know what I’ve 
been through for four and a half 
years...I’ve been through the 
throes of hell ”. 


She quickly added, however,
